Going nearer 
It was discovered that the negro man 
was dead.

WILL DEVELOP OIL 
FIEUK OF LEWIS 

Co-operating Oil and Really Company 
Organised In Mayivllle — Has 
Laaiei «a l^MO ^ent of 
lewlt CoiBty Land. 

Another new oil development com- 
pany waa organised in MayivlUe to- 
day imd articlet of incorporation in- 
corporating the concern at |600,000 
capital have been flied. 

The concern now holds leases on 
12,000 acres of land In Lewis county 
thought to contain oil and gat in good 
sized quantities. The company pro- 
poses to sink three test wells on a 
3600 acre tract. The sinking ot these 
test wells has been arranged so that 
the experiment will not be taxed 
against the stockholders. The stock 
Is to be divided into shares of one 
dollar par value and It will be sold 
at par value. 

The ofnoes of the new concern will 
be In Maysville and Tolesboro and it 
Is being backed and ofllcered by some 
of the best men In Mason and Lewis 
counties with some ot the most suc- 
cessful oil men ot the Western Fields. 
The officers will be: President. A. K. 
Mattingly; Vice President, Fred B. 
Lewis; Secretary-Treasurer, B. C. 
Orlgsby. The Board of Directors con- 
sists of the following gentlemen: H. 
C. Sharp. Maysville; R. D. Wilson, 
Vanceburg; L. M. Collls, Orangeburg; 
11. C. Orlgsby, Tolesboro; Oscar C. 
.Mattingly, Maysville; J. 0. Toncray, 
Tolesboro; Fr«d B. Lewis, Arkansas 
City, Kans.; Cbas. Rudder, Maysville; 
Allan D. Cole, Maysville; John Trum- 
bo. Ribolt, and A. K. MatUngly, New- 
kirk, Oklahoma. 

The company was organised by Mr. 
A. K. Mattingly and bis associates. 
Mr. Mattingly is a native ot Lewis 
county who has made good in the oil 
fleldt in the West and when here on 
a Vitit a short time neo, he felt cer- 
tain Lewis county land contained oil 
At his own expense li(> hml an exiicrl 
geologist come to Lewis county and 
a complete geological survey of Lewis 
county was made. So pleased was Mr. 
Mattingly and hia aatoeiatee with the 
expert's flndlngt that they immediate- 
ly took leatei on 12,000 acres and have 
now organised the company.

PLANS AGREE ON PRINCIPLES. 

Return of RoMli to Owmn With 
Atsuranoe of Aioi^ate 
Rovonuoii 



WiiKlilngton.— One of the big prob- 
lems before the new Congreia Is get- 
iliiK tlie rallroRds back on a ponce 
liiisis. These 260,000 miles of steel 
highways were taken over by tlie Gov- 
ernment fls an Indispensable arm of 
the national defense; but now that 
llieir war Bervire Is over, there Is a 
(•(iiintry-wldc demand that the Gov- 
ernment restore them to their owners 
to be operated on norraal American 
business standards of efflclency. 

But, as has been potntctf out by 
{'resident Wilson ai well as by many 
men In public life who bate (tven 
this subject years of careful study, 
It is not enough simply to say to the 
railroad companies, "Take tbcM rail- 
roads and give the country the best 
transportation service that money and 
lirnlns can provide." 

Old Laws Obstruct Orowth. 

The President recently said that It 
would be a serious mistake to return 
to the old conditions of railroad ret,'u- 
latlon without iwforniing the antl- 
i|uaie(l laws that were obstructing the 
free (levelepment of transportation fa- 
cilities. The Director General of Hall 
roods lias receiilly innde an iiisiiectlon 
trip .from coa.st to Odiist, and he lius 
lieeii telling the peiiple that the time 
lias now come to put the railroads on 
a sound foundation. 

The plan.s for a better system of 
national control of railroads are as 
varied as were the plans for banking 
and currency reform when Congress 
received a mandate from the people 
to provide insurance against financial 
panics. The public now demands <n- 
Rurance against a breakdown of rail- 
road transportation, and the new Con- 
greas is undertaking this work as sec- 
ondary only to Insurance aialnst in- 
ternational wartere. Congress solved 
the banking problem seven years ago 
as a non-partisan Issue, to which all 
the people had a common interest, and 
Oongress evidently is tackling tiie 
railroad problem with the same spirit 

While the many plana that have 
been proposed differ in the metbo<is 
to be adopted in reaefaiagUhe desired 
goal, it has been pointed oat by Sena- 
tor Cummins of Iowa that all these 
plans have really very nraeh in com- 
mon— eo much so that ha is coafldent 
that Congress will have little difllculty 
In framing a bill that will meet with 
popular approval, and that will take 
the railroad qneetlon rat of pontics 
for many years to eome. 

Many Wane With One Aim. 

The Iowa Senator has a command- 
ing poiltioa in this Congress because he 
is the ranking member of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee of the United 
States Senate, and It is In this com- 
mittee that the new railroad bill win 
take final form. In aa address before 
a national meeting of business men 
at St Louis Senator Commlns stated 
that since the dose of the war fully 
thirty conplstt plans for new railroad 
legiiriatlm had been submitted to him 
by bnsiaees men, economists, bankers, 
railroad offlcials sad owBara, Ctovem- 
meni officials, lallroad workers and 
just plain dtlsena

Inly 1, wlien wartime pmliibition ^oes 
into effect. It Is contended by the dis- 
tillers that the prohibition amendment 
to the conaMtutlon was made to be- 
come effective one year after Its ratt- 
flcntlon, In order that time might be 
Riven to dispose of stocks on hand, but 
tliat tlio war time iiroliiliilioii law will 
cut more than six months off tins jiur- 
lod of one year, and that tho time ori- 
ginally contemplated -should be given 
them to dispose of their-atooks. 

The disposition of Congress is to 
make prohibition In its most striiiKent 
form effective .Inly first, and the dis- 
tlliers will have a ditncult time in 
RCttlnR any extension of time to un- 
load their stocks. .Whether it be hi 
oonneotlon with this effort of distill- 
ers or not cannot be stated, but a com-

SbelbyTfllo Man Says Amat As a 
Slaeker Was Humillatlnr-Artt 

Big Damages. 



Asserting he was illegally arrested 
oa charges ot failure to register In 
the draft in Clark county, Kentucky, 
in October, 1918, and that he was hu- 
miliated and defamed and suffered 
great mental anguish aa a result, Gil- 
bert Fielder Monday filed suit at Lou- 
isville against P. Hansbrough, Buck 
Pox, Dr. W. L. Gray, David Wise and 
J. P. Lapsley for J25,00e damages. 
Fielder said he was first arrested In 
Frankfort^ June 27, 1918, and taken 
to Shelbyvllle and placed In Jail and 
detataied tor twenty-four hours; then 
placed under arrest the second time 
In October and comppllcil to Rive bond 
pending a hearing before United 
States Judge A. M. J. Cochran, when 
he was acquitted. Fielder said he Is 
a resident of Shelbyvlile, Ky. 

It will be remembered that young 
Fielder was brought to Maysvllle for 
a hearing before Judge Cochran and 
was here given his freedom.

I'tan Inclndes Expoudltures of Half 
BllUen Dollars for Hmall TrarlH 
And ImproTemenl. 

Waahlngton.— In order to provide 
amployaMBt and rural homes for 
those who have served with military 
and naval forces of the nation during 
tha great war, neprPscntntWc Frank 
W. Mbndell, of W.voming, majority 
leader of the Mouse, has Introduced a 
bill appropriating }S00,000,000 for the 
purchase and cultivation of land for 
them. He and Representative Sinnott, 
of Oregon, chairman ot the Public 
Lands Committee of the House, work- 
ed out the plan several months ago 
and afterwards Secretary Lane advo- 
cated certain features of it. 

The measure authorises the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to acquire by gift, 
pjurohase, deed or trust all necessary 
lands for soldier settlement projects, 
snd also to withdraw public lands for 
that purpose. No lands will lie »<• 
quired, however, unless the eonilllions 
acr approved li.v a reiiresenlalli'o cf 
the governor of the slfite In whWIi 
the lands are located, an appraiser 
designated by the Federal Farm Loan 
Board and Mr. Lane. In the reclama- 
tion ot development of particular pro- 
jects the services soldiers are to be 
used. Money for the lni|irovenient of 
the land of any partienlar soldier to 
the extent of $1,200, will be allotted 
The lands of projects will, when ne- 
cessary, be subdivided Into farms suit- 
able for the support ot a family and 
even in smaller term workers' tracts. 
Dedication may be made for schools, 
churches and community renters, and 
town sites developed anil sold 

Soldiers who are not now owners or 
proprietors of farms or rural home- 
wlll be eligible as purchasers of a 
farm or farm workers' tract, Pref 
crence will be given to those who have 
been employed in the development of 
similar tracta. The afile price will be 
Hxed with a view of repaying the to- 
tal cost and will be made to represent 
its selling value. Applicants will pay 
down five per cent, of this. The bal- 
ance will be paid distributed in 
amortising payment extending over 
forty yeara. Improvement sums ad- 
vanced must be repaid within twenty 
years. Both will bear Interest at four 
per cent. For the imrchase of live 
stock and equipment $S(m) will be ad- 
vanced, to be repaid within five years 
at four per cent 

Whenever any state provides funds 
to be expended in eo-opemtlon with 
the United States to provide rural 
homes fbr soldiers, the Secretary of 
the Interior will have authority to en- 
ter Into contracts by which the state 
will put up twenty-five per cent, of 
the necessary funds, and the state will 
then supervisrthe work, and after- 
wards be raifflbuTsed. The aereage of 
the indlvMnal terms will average 
from ten to forty and in some oases 
may run to 160.

With their help thay have been work- 
ing Into tha dark of nlfbt Mr. Olaa- 
cock remarked laat aranlnff that ha 
had never witnessed so much tobaoeo 
beini aat by machines. The tobacco 
orop in M^on county will be enor- 
mous next year unlaaa somatUng an- 
foraaan happens. 

Due to the tMt the man are Imay 
until late each night and then are too 
tired to come out to the meeting, the 
meetings have not been attended In 
such proportions as they would have 
under normal conditions. The man of 
the tkrm.la doing as he should In tend- 
ing his tobaooo ptatntlng while condi- 
tions are right. We venture to sug- 
gest to him that he give some thought 
to the delivering of his "bumper crop" 
to the market next fall. It is abso- 
lutely just as necessary to think of the 
marketing oondjtions as it Is the 
planting and raising ot the tobaoeo. 
Nobody doubts the thot that tha high 
prices paid tor tobacoo last year are 
responsible for the large orop that is 
behig planted now. 

But It would be tolly to raise a fine 
Urge orop ot tobacoo this summer and 
have a good priced market awaiting 
this ttill, only to find that tha roads 
were not trespassable or that It was 
dangerous to attempt to make delivery 
and become stuck in the mud on some 
pike with the result that much money 
would be lost due to the crop being 
damaged. 

Now, la tha time to think of just 
such conditions and to do your part 
U) secure the desired and necessary 
road conditions. We are to vote on 
a road tax next Saturday and it is not 
going to be lost by opposition. If it 
is lost it will be on aooolint of the 
Indifferenoo and dlslntereatadnese of 
the voters of Maaon oounty. 

Sentiment la growing in favor ot the 
tax each day, but It will be lost it 
those that recognize that It Is the only 
hope the citizens of Mason county 
have of securing the necessary road 
improvement at the present time 
dont gtf to tha polla and vote TS8. 
It is absolutely noceiitry that every 
man and woman in the county that is 
in sympathy With the tai get ont and 
work for It. 

The Fern leaf meeting was held at 
lienderson's store last evening and 
about thirty of the most prominent 
men ot that neighborhood were prea- 
ent and Uataned. attentively to the 
facts aa preaented by Messrs. William 
Rees and B. T. Kirk. The men ex- 
pressed themselves as being In sym- 
pathy with the tax and recognizing 
the tact of a great need of more funds 
A number ot the men ihM a fine com- 
pliment to tha untlrlnc and bnalneas 
like management ot the Fiscal Court 

Mr. Mains, the chairman of the Min- 
erva precinct had arranged a fine at- 
tendance of the men of that neigh- 
borhood tor the speaker, Mr. 8. F. 
Reed, who presented the reasons tor 
the tax and explained the plana ot the 
Coiift Jnftpandfig the funds, that are 
to ba by the tas.

Waahlngton, Jua ll/rBoth'the 
Cenana tfliaM m4 tha btanal Rev- 
enue Buredu hai^ proulaad their as- 
sistance to Itepresontatlvo J. Campbell 
Cantrlll, in case It should be required 
In opposing the repeal ot the Cantrlll 
act requiring quarterly reports from 
the Cenaus Bureau retarding the 
kinda and quantltlas of tobacco on 
band. 

Mr. Cantrill, author ot the bill, 
which Is credited with liaving brought 
great iirosperlty to the tobacco grow- 
ers in all parts ot the country, bas had 
his attention, called to resolutions 
adopted by the National Cigar Leaf 
Tobacoo Aaaoeiiatoi, in oonTantion at 
Lancaster, Pa., oaUtaig for the repeal 
of the Cantrlll act, and will under- 
take to prevent the repeal of the act, 
which has resulted so beneficially to 
the tobacco growers. The Cantrlll act 
was drawn for the protaotlon ot the 
tobacco growara'and la .aald to have 
been Initmmantal In ineraasing the 
price of the raw leaf tobaoeo. 

The repeal of the act. It Is held by 
tobacco men here, would do away with 
the kind ot reports the Census Bureau 
la now making and place the tobacco 
growers again at the merer of the leaf 
tobacco dealers, aa tffey were in the 
old days, when much tobacoo was 
taken from (armara without adequate 
return. 

The resolutions of the Cigar Leaf 
Tobacco Association demand the re- 
peal of the Cantrlll law. whioh would 
resultjn the report of stoeka on hand 
belng'made to the Commissioner ot 
Internal Revenue, but with no provis- 
ion for a report by types. It is figured 
on each type of tobacco that growers 
want and failure to report on tlig dif- 
ferent types would defeat the purpose 
of the Cantrill act 

Mr. Cantrlll had a long conference 
today with Commissioner Roper, of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, and 
pointed out to him the danger 1o the 
farmer (hat would follow the repeal 
of the act. Mr. Roper assured him the 
Internal Revenue Bureau will oppose 
the repeal of the existing -act. while 
the Census Bureau, where the matter 
was also taken tip by Mr. Cantrlll, also 
assured him It would vigorously op- 
pose any effort to repeal his tobacco 
census law. 

The movement on the part of manu- 
facturers to repeal the tobacco census 
act will be carefully watobed. by Mr. 
Cantrlll and if any activity la seen 
looking toward auch repeal, bitter op- 
position will be brought to bear to 
head off their efforts.
